the fundamental considerations in- 
volved are quite serious. 

The city council has been petition- 
ed by several of Baron’s neighbors 
to declare his moaning a_ public 
nuisance and require his owners to 
contrive to silence him. Other 
neighbors have testified that they 
are not annoyed by him, and that 
they fear the method of petitioning 
the council for relief is a blow 
against personal liberty, and that 
it is conceivable that their own dogs 
might possibly be next exposed to 
abatement. Many intellects have 
expressed themselves on the sub- 
ject. Some have felt that a dog is 
part of the family, and that any 
abatement of the nuisance that 
would result in severance of the dog 
from his owners would be almost a 
criminal act. Others have opined 
that his owners could not have much 
affection for him to leave him alone 
all day. Neither opinion is germaine 
to the problem before the council. 
If the issue were merely the right of 
a citizen to own a reasonably normal 
dog, the council would have to ad- 
mit a strong prejudice, for four of 
the five members are dog owners 
themselves, boasting pets ranging 
from blue-bloods up to Wallace 
Brown’s “$3 champions” from the 
Palo Alto Animal Shelter. 

The council must determine first 
whether Baron is a nuisance, and 
if so, whether he is a public or a 
private nuisance. If the latter, the 
aggrieved parties have their re- 
course to private lawsuit rather 
than to the city council. To be a 
nuisance, the dog would have to 
create an annoyance over and be- 

yond the normal annoyances ex- 
pected of a dog. To prove this 
point the protestants testified to

Sequoia union high school trustees 
last week granted raises totalling 
$4185 yearly to noncertified employ- 
ees.
